Charges that the State Veterans’ 
Service Office, now under consti- 
tutional protection, will be used as 
® gigantic political machine in 
Georgia are being hurled by both 
sides in the forthcoming trial of 
State Director C. Arthur Cheat- 
ham by the board. 

Cheatham brands the attack on 
him as the efforts of a few “pro- 
fessional” veterans seeking to re- 
gain contro! of his office so they 
can “revert” it into a political 
machine. Cheatham, Basil Stock- 
bridge and Al Henson have alter- 
nated in the post of "Weteran Serv- 
ice director for many years. 

Leaders of the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars and American Legion 
charge Cheatham used his office 
to defeat a bill which would have 
broadened the powers of his em- 
ployers. Cheatham contended the 
department is caught in a fight be- 
tween the two largest veterans’ 
organizations in the state. Critics 
of Cheatham observed that he has 
been criticized by leaders of both 
of these organizations, leaders of 
the State Veterans’ Education 
Council, State Senator Guy Stone 
and Col. James Keelin, State Di- 
rector of Selective Service. 

The problem of veterans’ educa- 
tion caused the veterans row to 
flare into the open. The educa- 
tional program bogged down re- 
cently because of a feud over au- 
thority. 

Some blamed Cheatham for this 
feud, saying he created confusion 
when he sought to dictate to the 
Council and its employes. Cheat- 
ham, himself, blamed it on certain 
leaders in the VFW and American 
Legion, whom he contended want

to get control of the Council 
through a reorganization plan. 

The Veterans’ Service Board is 
making an effort to smooth out 
the educational program with the 
Council during a 60-day trial pe- 
riod. Cheatham feels the Board 
has delegated too much authority 
to the Council to continue on a 
permanent basis. 

Originally two organizations, 
the Board and the Council now 
are to be merged into one group, 
under the supervision of the 
Board. Gov. Arnall set up the 
Council to inaugurate an “on-the- 
job” training program until the 
legislature and new constitution 
created a constitutional Board.

The legislature in 1945 passed a 
bill setting up the Board and giv- 


ing it jurisdiction over a veterans’ | 


education program. 

Sen. Stone, a former State Le- 
gion commander and chairman 
of the Senate Veterans’ Affairs 
Committee, had the Senate pass 
a bill in 1946 strengthening the 
authority of the Board. He said 
the 1945 act, written before pas- 
sage of the constitution, made the 
Board merely an advisory body. 


Unlike other state  constitu- 
tional boards, the veterans’ group 
does not have power to fix the 
policies or approve the enrployes 
(other than the director) of the 
department. It can hire and fire 
the director and fix his salary. 
Cheatham recently was hired for 
a four-year term and given a 
pay increase from $4,000 to 
$6,000, He cannot be fired except 
for cause—some other constitu- 
tional boards can fire their di- 
rectors “at their pleasure.” His 
salary Cannot be lowered during 
his term of office except for cause, 
some believe. Stone’s bill would 
have taken power from Cheatham 
and placed it in the Board, leav- 
ing Cheatham as an administrative 
officer. 

The Housc tabled this bill, under 
circumstances which have led to 
the investigation of Cheatham. 


Stone and VFW Commander 
Mayo Buckley, of Athens, and 
State Legion Commander Herbert 
Moon, of Americus, charge that 
Cheatham used political pressure 
to kill the bill.

Priding itself in being a city of 
homes, churches and schools, De- 
catur never has welcomed indus 
trial plants, and has what is pos- 
sibly. one of the smallest business 
sections for a city its size in the 
nation. 

The Planning Commission’s rec- 
ommendation climaxes a record of 
growth unparalleled by any city 
in Georgia and possibly any city 
in the Southeast. 

In the past 25 years Decatur has 
almost quadrupled its population. 
Census figures show that in 1920 
Decatur had a population of 6,150. 
The next census in 1930 listed the 
city’s population as 13,276 or an 


This 
was the highest increase in Geor- 
gia and the third highest increase 
in the entire nation, according to 
Census Bureau figures. 

In 1940 Decatur had added some 
3,000 more persons and the popu- 
lation was officially’ listed by the 
Census Bureau as 16,536. An esti- 
mated figure for 1946 gives Deca- 
tur’s population as 22,500. 


From a town of 6,150 to rank-as 
Georgia’s eighth largest city in 25 
years; that is the record of Deca- 
tur’s growth. 

Now the city looks to the future’ 
and is making plans for an even 
larger Decatur. 

With a $600,000 bond issue pend- 
ing in the Georgia Supreme Court, 
Decatur has formulated plans for 
a civic improvement program in- 
cluding improvements and enlarge- 
ment of schools; improvement and 
new construction of parks and rec: 
reational facilities, and construc- 
tion of anew swimming pool which 
will serve as a memorial to Deca- 
tur boys killed in World War II. 


Fort Mac Separation 
Center To Be Closed 


The Fort McPherson separation 
center, which during January dis- 
charged a peak load of 1,000 Army 


men daily, will be discontinued 
June 30. 


The last personnel scheduled for 
discharge will arrive at the sepa- 
ration center the end of May. 
After that date, men from the Pa- 
cific theater probably will be sent 
to Camp Shelby, Miss., and those 
from Europe to Fort Bragg, N. C. 

The two other separation cen- 
ters within the Fourth Service 
Command, located at Camp Bland- 
ing, Fla., and Camp Gordon, Ga., 
already are being deactivated. 

Activities of the induction sta- 
tion and reception center will con- 
tinue at Fort McPherson and with 


their expected increased activity, 
probably will absorb most of the 
736 civilians now employed by the 
separation center, it was said. Ci- 
villians now represent between 80 
and 85 percent of those engaged 
in separation duties, Army figures 
show. 

With more and more Army per- 
sonnel becoming eligible for dis- 
charge, the Fort McPherson sepa- 
ration center will be closed to 
conserve the number of opera. 
tional personnel needed to handle 
remaining discharges. 

As of midnight, March 21, a to- 
tal of 181,361 officers and enlisted 
men had been discharged at Fort 
McPherson, according to Army 
records, although the daily num- 
ber has dropped to about 600.

Iran Crisis 
Eases; War 
Fears Wane 


LONDON, March 23—(UP)—

indicatiohs that the Iran crisis may 
be near settlement and that Gen- 
eralissimo Stalin is moving pow- 
erfully to ease world tension.

was lightening rapidly under the 
impact of a swift series of devel- 
opments. 

These included: 

1. A declaration by Premier Ah.- 
med Ghavam, of Iran, that direct 
negotiations with Russia may 
solve the crisis and get Red Army 
troops on the march out of Iran 
before the Security Council meets 
Monday. 

2. A Kremlin conference of the 
ranking British diplomat in Mos- 
cow, Frank K, Roberts, at which 
it was believed he received a state- 
ment of Soviet intentions regard- 
ing Iran and possibly Manchuria.

3. A déclaration by the official 
Moscow press that Soviet troops 
are moving out of Manchuria and 
that any delays in evacuation can 


be attributed to bad winter weath- 


(er conditions and requests for de- 
‘lay on the part of the Chinese. 


4. Postponement by President 
Truman of the atomic bomb dem- 
onstration in the Pacific until July 
1 amid strong indications the 
whole project may be dropped— 
at least for many months, thus 
affording a tangible answer to 
acute Soviet fears concerning 
“atomic diplomacy.” 

The developments, coupled with 
Stalin’s strong statement in sup- 


here to believe that rapid moves 
may .be under way to eliminate 
the critical differences between 
Russia and her Western Allies. 

It appeared likely that Stalin 
wes. implementing his support of 
UNO by relaxing Soviet pressure 
at the two sore spots of Iran and 
Manchuria.

Krug Foresees Georgia 
Enjoying Big Tourist Trade 


The once-popular ‘‘See America First” program that got pushed 


Among the leaders assembled at 
this dinner, of which Jackson P. 
Dick, of Atlanta, was chairman, 
were former Govs. Ed Rivers and 
Eugene Talmadge and Senate Pres- 
ident Frank Gross, leading figures 
in three different political factions 
in Georgia, but all loyal Demo- 
crats eulogizing the founder of the 
party, Andrew Jackson. 

Clark warned that many per- 
sons devote neither time nor 
thought to the affairs of 
and suicidally neglect to 
vote and to bring to bear the proud 
voice which the Constitution gives 
them in the affairs of the nation. 

“The responsibility of our party, 
the Democratic party, is as grave 
now as it was in 1933 when it 
came to power following the dozen 
dizzy years of government by the 
Republicans,” Clark asserted. ‘““We 
must not let ‘don’t-care-ism’ 
strengthen the arm of the princes 
of privilege. We must not let it 
affect the beneficial workings of 
democracy by being the silent part- 
ner of American Communism.” 

Clark said that for 13 years, un- 
der the leadership of the Demo- 
cratic party, this country has seen 
more freedom, less strife, more 
tolerance, less bigotry, more to eat, 
more to wear, more laughs, less 
tears, and all with less taxes than 
any nation on earth. 

“Who can tell us, thus fortified 
with facts, of the excellence of 
rule from the barred windows of 
the money-changers, or rule on 
the other hand by the American 
Communists who would destroy 
American democracy?” the speak- 
er asked. “The Republican group 
which seeks privilege is one which 
we will always have with us as 
long as men are self-seeking and 
money is to be had under free 
enterprise, Time and again this 
group has come to power and has 
been fought, fortunately, by able 
men provided in their hour of 
nee’ by the people. 

“And I say this to you with- 
out equivocation,” Clark  con- 
tinued, that there is one man in 
the country who knows full well 
how to deal with this group and 
to balk it in its designs upon 
the American people; and that 
man is our President, Harry S.

WASHINGTON, March 23—(?) 
A possibility has arisen that the 
atom bomb tests may be put off 
still further, in the interest of 
world amity. 

Two high administration sources 
closely linked with preparations 
for the experiments in the Pacific, 
said Saturday they may be post- 
poned indefinitely, until the na- 
tions are pulling together better. 
Sen. Huffman, Democrat, Ohio, 
called for flat cancellation, de 
scribing the trials as “sheer folly.” 

A sizable fleet of more than 100 
ships, including cruisers and bat- 
tleships, would be used in the test. 
They would face possible destruc- 
tion, the test being designed to 
determine the potency of atom 
bombs against fleets. 


JULY 1 PLANS 


The joint Army-Navy task force 
assigned to the experiment went 
ahead with plans to carry out the 
first test on July 1, six weeks lat- 
er than the original date. Vice 
Adm. W. H. P. Blandy, the Com- 
mander, said in a statement that 
his force was ready to meet the 
original schedule. This made it 
plain that the delay did not have 
its inception with the task force. 

The two administration officials 
would not allow the use of their 
names in view of President Tru- 
man’s announcement Friday night 
that the historic events, scheduled 
to start May 15, were postponed 
for about six weeks to permit at- 
tendance of Congressman who 
want to be witnesses. 

One of them, however, said it 
was “obvious” that this is not the 
sole reason for the delay, and that 
it is “rather dangerous” to talk 
in detail about the real reason at 
this time, 

He pointed to what he said was 
a hopeful trend in the disturbed 
United Nations picture, topped by 
Premier Stalin's expression of con- 
fidence in the UNO as “a serious 
instrument” for preserving peace. 


WANT HARMONY FIRST 


Stalin’s assertion, made in an 
exchange of letters with Eddy 
Gilmore, Associated Press corres- 
pondent at Moscow, was just one 
of the signs of hope for the future, 
the official said. 

He added that there was strong 
sentiment for withholding a dis- 
play of the power of the bomb un- 
til “all of us are pulling together 
for peace on‘all points.” He added 
that the announced postponement 
would carry the tests close to the 
typhoon season. : 

The other official said that the 
reporter would be entirely safe 
In Saying the first test before the 
typhoon season is “doubtful” and 
that the remaining tests necessari- 
ly will be postponed. 

Key officials in Congress backed 
up Mr. Truman’s sole announced 
reason for postponement by as- 
serting that it was desired to avoid 
a mass exodus of lawmakers from 
Washington while a heavy legisla- 
tive program is still pending. Talk 
of other contributing reasons con- 
tinued on Capitol Hill, however.

In Making 


Filmlands similar to Hollywood 
soon will be established in Flor- 
ida, other points throughout the 
South, and in California, says 
W. H. Stafford, business manager 
of the International Photographers 
of the Motion Picture Industry 
and one of the oldest camera- 
men in the nation in point of serv- 
ice, who visited Atlanta last week 
en route to Miami. 

Plans for several such movie 
production centers are already un- 
der consideration, according to 
Stafford. 

“Most of our current movies, 
in fact, 65 percent of them,” he 
revealed, “are being made _ in- 
doors, with backgrounds of moun- 
tains, rivers and other scenes 
filmed prior to shooting the ac- 
tion.” 


FEW CAMERA JOBS 


“However,” he said, “even in 
view of the proposed expansions, 
there will still be conparatively 
few positions available for experi- 
enced cameramen. Prior to the 
war, approximately 1,200 camera- 
men were trained by the best mo- 
tion picture studios, and now that 
the men are returning to civilian 
life, they all are seeking jobs with 
the organizations they left or are 
planning to establish studios of 
their own,

trained in this field must find 
other methods of earning their 
bread and butter.” 


Stafford added that television 
developments will be greatly re- 
tarded due to the fact that many 
rehearsals, photographing and re- 
photographing are required before 
motion pictures are prepared for 
the eyes of the public.

Admitted; Rent 
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Raises Urged 


A 50 percent rise in rentals 
would just allow landlords to 
break even, according to Arthur 
W. Binns, President of the Nation- 
al Real Estate Foundation. 

While living costs have risen 25 
to 30 per cent since the war, land- 
lords have not received one bit of 
relief on rental ceilings, with the 


‘result that the majority of them 
‘are operating in the red, Binns, an 


apartment owner himself, declared 

here Friday. 
Terming as 

the viewpoint 


OPA propaganda 
that 100 percent 


apartment occupancy and less ser- 


vice, repair and decorating costs 
should compensate landlords for 


the comparatively low rents they 
'may charge, Binns said thousands 
‘of housing units are not 


being 
rented due to the low income their 
rental would bring. In addition, 
war-delayed improvements even- 
tually will have to be made and 
paid for with an inflated currency, 
also adding to the landlord’s woes, 
he said, 


Binns stated he did not advocate 
a complete removal of rental ceil- 
ings at this time but rather an in- 
crease of 10 to 15 percent, which 
at least would give landlords a ray 
of hope. He also suggested that the 
goverfiment set an actual date a 
year or so distant when all rental 
ceilings would be removed, there 
by encouraging new builders to 
erect apartments. 

Blasting OPA as the root of 
many of the nation’s housing evils, 
Binns related several instances 
where manufacturers, rather than 
produce at a loss materials needed 
for. house construction, have sus- 
pended their operations until they 
may obtain more favorable prices 
for their products. In Canada, on 
the other hand, production on a 
market free of government-im- 
posed ceilings has actually result- 
ed in a lowering of prices through 
the law of supply and demand, he 
stated. 

Concerning the Wyatt housing 
plan, Binns feels that concealed 


‘subsidies to builders beget more 


subsidies, resulting in a more cen- 
tralized government that “scares 
builders and manufacturers to 
death.” 

Binns did not state when relief 
in housing conditions could be ex- 


pected. Figures on file at the re- 


gional OPA office here, however, 
show that there now is a housing 
shortage of 8,049,000 units and that 


in 1925, the peak building year, | 


only 937,000 new units were con- 
structed. 

Following his address to realtors 
and property owners Friday night 
at the Biltmore Hotel, Binns left 
Atlanta to return to his home at 
Swarthmore, Pa.

embassy in Ottawa, 

The documents, which formed 
the basi¢ for the investigation into 
Soviet espionage in Canada, were 
the first specific evidence in the 


case. One of them, written by 
a Lt. Col. Rostov of the Soviet 
embassy, referred to “Badeau,”

He says it 
would have been a slap in the 
face to these volunteers, He fears 
that certain “professional”  vet- 
erans wanted to gain control of 
this smaller committee charged 
with the important fask of carry- 
ing out “on-the-job” training. Crit- 
ics say Cheatham opposed the bill 
because it did not bring the Coun- 
cil under his “dictatorship.” Some 
members of the Council resent- 
ed Cheatham’s intcrference with 
the work of the Council, which 
draws its allotments through the 
board. 

After the Legislature adjourned, 
the Governor abolished the Coun- 


cil and followed the legislative bill 


/in leaving veteran education up 
'to the board. The board quickly 


took the present membership of 
the Council into the department 
and handed it all the powers it 
had enjoyed under the Governor's 
Original decree. Power’ which 
Cheatham says is too great. 

The hearing before the board in 
April promises to bring to light 
a battle of personalities. Appar- 
ently Cheatham feels that Stock- 
bridge, Talmadge friend employed 
by Arnall, and Henson, Talmadge 
author, are leading the prosecu- 
tion because they, personally, 
want his job as director.

Sugar stamp counterfeiters, their accomplices and dupes have 
robbed Southeastern consumers of more than 1,500,000 pounds of 
sugar since the beginning of 1946. 


This disclosure was made yes- 
terday by Price Administration of- 
ficials, who admitted that a “ring” 
of stamp counterfeiters has been 
successfully operating in Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina 
and Tennessee. 

An already noticeable sugar 
shortage in this area is being ag- 
gravated by the passing of bogus 
stamps, particularly in North 
Georgia and certain sectfons of 
the other thyee states, OPA Re- 
gional Administrator 
Harris declared. 

At legal ceiling prices, the value

When Tom Ulrich recent- 
ly became executive secretary 
of the Cairo Chamber of 
Commerce, he was following 
an old family tradition.

‘cal. Because of his dictatorial 
/'measures, many people turned 
against him. He asked for the help 
of the state church, which prom- 
ised him aid if he would let them 
destroy the Baptists. He agreed 
to give them a free hand. 


“Archbishop Miron Cristea, of 
the state church, became Prime 
Minister, and one of his bishops, 
N. Colan, became head of the 
State Department of Religion. 
Soon after these men took over 
the government they issued regu- 
lations by which all of the 1,602 
Baptist Churches were closed and 
sealed with the seal of the state. 

“All the Baptist preachers were 
confined to their homes and the 
Baptist people were prohibited 
from gathering anywhere in 
groups of more than three. 

“IT. along with other Baptist of- 
ficials, was called in for a confer- 
ence with government officials. 
They told us that we were respon- 
sible for the obedience of the Bap- 
tists of Romania. They told us if 
we did not submit to regulations 
of the state, we would be revolt- 
ing against it. 

‘“‘We told them that the mission 
of the state was to regulate our 
material lives, but that our spirit- 
ual lives belonged to God. We 
said that God is above any state 
and we would rather obey him 
than man, From that moment on 
there was open war between the 
Baptists of Romania and the state. 


“Since all the Baptists there 
felt as we did, it wasn’t long be- 
fore the jails were full of Bap- 
tists. I was taken to the jail from 
the pulpit three times. Many 
preachers were thrown in jail, 
beaten and tortured. 

“Baptist men and women were 
taken to jail because they refused 
to sign declarations denying their 
Baptist faith and joining the state 
church. 

BAPTISTS JAILED, TORTURED 

“In Bessarabia, five deacons 
once were taken from their homes 
at midnight to the jail, where 
they were tortured all night. The 
next morning the floor of the jail 
was covered with blood. 

“T visited a jail in Bucovina and 
found over 50 Baptist men and 
women in jail because of their 
faith in God. 

“Persecution was directed 
against Baptist children, too—in 
the schools. Young people were 
forced either to deny their faith 
or to be thrown out of the schools. 

“The state church priests tried 


to influence the industrial com- 
panies not to hire any Baptist 
man or woman. Men lost their 
jobs because they loved Christ 
more than anything else. 

“We were forbidden from send- 


ing any news about the persecu- 
tion out of the country. Spies

“The Nazis not only closed the | 
Baptist Churches, but they took | 
from the Baptists all properties. | 
They confiscated even the Baptist | 
Theological Seminary, which was 
the property of the Southern Bap.- | 
tist Convention. 

“Many church buildings were | 
destroyed completely. Every or- | 
ganized Baptist work was ruined | 
and every institution was broken 
to pieces. All money of the’ 
churches was confiscated together | 
with books and records. | 

“The Nazis gave as a reason for | 
this persecution the fact that the) 
Baptists were the pioneers of free- | 
dom and democracy. © Thinking | 
they accused the Baptists, they 
gave them great credit. 

“‘As soon as the Allies took over | 
Romania, a new regulation was is- 
sued by which the Baptists of Ro- 
mania, after 30 years of persecu- 
tion, would receive complete re- 
ligious freedom. How much of this | 
religious freedom will become real- | 
ity, we don’t know now. It de- | 
pends on how much independence | 
Romania will get from Russia and | 
on the attitude of the Greek Ortho- | 
dox Church, which remains the | 
state church, | 

“At the present, the Russian 
government is trying to use the 
Greek Orthodox Churches in the} 
Balkans as political instruments. 
Only an independent Romanian 
government, free from domination | 
by the state church, can grant | 
complete religious freedom to the |

“Through all their years of suf. | 
fering the Baptists of Romania | 
have looked to the United States | 
for help and inspiration.

Two Russian composers will be 
represented on the New York Phil- 
harmonic Symphony broadcast at 
3 o'clock today on WGST, when 
Artur Rubinstein plays the Tschai- 
kowsky B-flat Minor piano con- 
certo with the orchestra and 
Prokofoeff’s Fifth Symphony is 
conducted by Artur Rodzinski, 

Prokofieff told newsmen his 
Fifth was “a symphony about the 
spirit of man.” It is a theme that 
was on the mind of the whole 
world at the time this work was 
written—during 1944 when the 
Nazi inroads into Russia made the 
future look dark for many besides 
the Russians.. 


Cesar Franck’s “Symphony 
D Minor” is the principal work in 
Arturo Toscanini’s concert on the 
“Symphony of the Air” to be 
heard at 5 o’clock today on WSB. 
Toscanini also conducts the NBC 
Symphony Orchestra in the “Good- 
Humored Ladies,” by Scarlatti- 
Tomasini. 

The Scarlatti composition, heard 
first on the program, is a suite 
of four sonatas, originally writter 
for the clavier. They were orches- 
trated by Tomasini for a ballet 
presented by Serge Diagailev and 
this suite was derived from the 
ballet. The Franck symphony, the 
only work in this form by the 
Belgian organist-composer, was re- 
ceived at its first hearing with 
mixed opinions. It is in three 
movements—lento, allegro non 
troppo; allegretto and allegro non 
troppo.

GAINESVILLE, Fia., March 22. 
Manager Ki Ki Cuyler has given no 
indication as to whom he will se- 
lect as Atlanta’s two catchers this 
season, but if power at the plate 
should happen to swing his final 
decision, Mike Ulisney and big 
“Red” Mathis would be the boys. 


A check of batting averages for 
the first three weeks of Spring 
training here shows Ulisney as 
the club’s top swatter with Mathis 
a close second in the averages 
and far out front in power. 


Ulisney, who reported late, ap- 
peared in four games last week, 
banged out nine hits in 14 ap- 
pearances at the plate, including 
four doubles, for the almost un- 
believable high mark of .643. 

Mathis, who has been at third 
base in intra-squad games when 
he wasn’t catching, has been in 
nine games, getting 12 hits for 
26 appearances at the plate, aver- 
aging .462. . Mathis has smacked 
out two home runs, two doubles 
and a triple, and in one game 
drove home six runs. 

Formerly a freshman football 
and baseball player at Georgia, 
Mathis started his professional 
career as a third sacker but took 
to catching while playing for a 
service team about a year ago. 
He needs polishing up on his re- 
ceiving, but the veterans in camp 
have predicted he'll be one of 
the top catchers in the game in 
a few years. 

Lloyd Gearhart, the fleet cen- 
terfielder, is the leading batter 
among the players who have play- 
ed the most innings, and he is the 
only man in camp to hit safely 
in each of the 10 games he has 
appeared. 

Gearhart, in 10 games, has gone 
to bat 38 times and recorded 16 
hits for an average of .421. That’s 
nine percentage points more than 
Charley Glock’s average. Glock 
has 14 hits in 34 trips to the plate 
for .412, and Pat Petrino has hit 
safely 14 times in 35 attempts for 
an even .400 average. 

Charley Woddail, who is fight- 
ing for a first-string berth in the 
outfield, has been the sensation of 
the past week at the plate, but he 
got away to a slow start and is 
having a tough time pulling even 
with the leaders. 

In three games during the past 
week, Charley hit safely seven 
times in 12 tries to pull his aver- 
age to .375. He only got two hits 
in his first four games, which 
shows how fast he has been im- 
proving.

| done by organizing clubs through- 
out the State to work with the 
| Wildlife Department on conserva- 
restoration, stocking and 
| game and fish management. Last 
| year, through the co-operation of 
ithe State Agriculture Extension 
Service at Athens, 50,000 mem- 
bers of the 4-H Clubs participated 
in the Junior Wildlife Ranger 
program. Of this number, 12,000 
actually prepared and carried 
through projects, according to in- 
formation released by the Wildlife 
Department. 


The Commission hopes, with the 
proposed doubled membership, to 
really go places this year. Geor- 
gia’s wildlife situation may be on 
the way up. The youngsters and 
oldsters alike can do a lot to-

Disposal of- 
fices of the new War Assets Ad- 
ministration over the country will 
number about 42. 

The Atlanta regional office, fol- 
lowing completion of new proced- 
ures, will direct sales only in 
Georgia and a portion of South 
Carolina. 

“New procedures are expected 
to expedite sale of surpluses and 
to cut ‘paper work,”” Kennon 
said. “Agencies and veterans, in- 
stead of having to apply to Atlanta | 
offices or make long trips here, 
will deal directly with offices in 
key cities of their own state.” 

Latest change in the name and 
setup of the surplus property dis- 
posal agency is the fourth since 
origination of sales. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce, the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, and 
the War Assets Corporation pre- 
ceded the new government agency 
in conitrolling disposal units.

valuable instruments are in the 
possession of the Cincinnati play- 
ers. In the string section alone, 
there are instruments valued as 
high as $25,000. 

Heermann plays a Stradivarius: 
Otto Brasch, head of the viola 
section, a testore, made in 1745, 
and formerly owned by Eugene 
Ysave: Goelich, assistant principal 
of the viola section, has a viola 
made in 1715 by Gobetti and 
known as the “Titian Viola,” be- 
cause of its rich coloring; and 
Fritz Bruch, ’cellist, plays a 
unigue instrument, the back and 
sides of which were made by 
Stradivarius and the front . by 
Guadanini. The surmise is that 
two damaged instruments were 
thus-adroitly reassembled. 

Six distinguished conductors 
have directed the orchestra since 
its founding.

WATER DAILY 

The box should be watered 
daily. An outdoor box which is 
filled with loamy soil which lets 
excess water pass through freely 
can hardly be overwatered, Evap- 
oration is always high, and one 
day’s neglect may cause a crust to 
form on the soil and the plant 
growth to be defiintely checked. 
When the plants have formed 
roots watering with a misty spray 
from the hose will usually be safe. 
But be’sure not to wash the soil 
and expose the plant roots.

Personally, we like to see the 
orderliness of a straight, neat row 
along the edge with such compact 
plants as sweet alyssum, dwarf 
ageratum, lobelia, English daisy 
and other plants of this same type 
growth. Back of that point we 
prefer to see the row method of 
planting abandoned. For example: 
suppose we are considering for the 
second row in the border bedding 
petunias, clarkia. and gypsophila. 
All three of these grow to about 
the same height and have the 
same general character of growth. 
With the row method we would 
plant one-third petunias, one-third 
clarkia and one-third gypsophila. 
But how much more pleasing 
would groups of these flowers be, 
staggered in the row to give the 
effect of a band rather than a row. 

There is a word of warning that 
should be followed. If you have 
selected an area just in front of 
the shrubbery background, remem- 
ber that the shrubs and flowers 
will be fighting for the same mois- 
ture and food—so supply plenty 
for both and in addition set the 
bed slightly in front of the shrub- 
bery border.

Russia had 
agreed to quit Iran on March 2, as had 
Britain and the United States. The United 
States was out in January; Britain by the 
date agreed.

No nation, no people, want war. 

No one wants war—yet there is talk of war. Out of frustration 
and fear, nations look fearfully behind them, grow pale, utter sen- 
tences which twitch like their nerves; whistle through imaginary 
graveyards, talk blusteringly, assure one another they must be 
“tough.” 


It is a curious situation. 

Having won the greatest victory in the time of recorded man, 
we fee! no sense of victory. 

Having read with grim satisfaction the stories of Japan, with- 
ered by atomic energy; and Germany, bomb-shattered and wretched, 
we still have no feeling of security. 

Having gone strongly into the United Nations Organization; 
sincerely, with a sense, even, of desperate haste, we fret and stew 
in a witch’s brew of fear, shivering nakedly as the winds of dema- 
gogues blow upon us, as this voice and that uses the dreaded 
word “war.” 

If only Russia—

The Middle East is the greatest source 
of oil in the world.

Once so pulled, as We are not now pulled, a gigantic crashing of 
worlds and moons and stars would eventually occur. 


Russia At no point on the earth's surface are vital Ameri an 
interests in jarring clash with those of Russia. 
there any signs of such a clash in the immediate future. 

Russia exists. She cannot be wished away. It is true she is a 
colossus, halfway around the world from us, the greatest land 
mass under one flag. 

It is also true she is suspicious; that her people do not get news 
save as the government permits them to have it; that the merest 
handful of Russians, save the Army, have ever been outside their 
own country; that a small number of persons have visited Russia. 

Iran isn’t pleasant. The Soviets broke their word there. 

It is an unpleasant bit of power politics, with the Soviets appar- 
ently determined to have oil in the north if Britain is to have it 
in the south. It does not mean war. 


Iran is the fourth largest producer of oi] in the world. An 
intelligent government might have made a loyal, modern 
nation of its 15,000,000 illiterated, diseased, discontented subjects 
with the-revenue obtained from that oil. 

The United States Standard Oil holds some slight concession 
in the south of Iran. But most of it is British. The oil of the Mid- 
dle East, of Iraq, Iran and Saudi Arabia is vital to the British. 

Russia, her oil reserves as yet undeveloped, never paid much 
attention to oil. But when the Germans drove almost to Baku and 
the only oil the Russians had in quantity, it taught a lesson the 
Kremlin will not forget. We can settle the oil dispute. But we 
cannot let Russia beat us in ideas. 

There are some nations, and some of our own people, who would 
turn back to old dead campfires of. by-gone eras, and see if there 
is not a spark left. There isn’t. 

We need not be afraid of our system or what we believe. 
We have got only to go forward with it on the side of the people.

Equal Opportunity 
Goal of Democracy 


Democracy recognizes certain basic rights of 
every individual. Prominent among these is 
equality of opportunity for all; opportunity to 

achieve, to make of the individual life a success, a worth while 
contributor to the progress of the whole. 

That democracy recognizes certain basic rights of the individual 
does not mean democracy has put into practice those rights. In 
fact, in every such right, democracy has not yet attained the full 
goal, democracy is still striving, more or less clumsily, to make 
those rights operate. 

Thus democracy, as we know it, is an ideal as yet unrealized, 
a faith yet to be made actual. 

There is no democracy tenet so fundamental to its existence as 
equality of opportunity for children. Unless we can, someday, 
reach the ideal wherein every child born in this country has equal 
opportunity to make the utmost of the talents bestowed upon it 
at birth by the God Who loves all little children, our democracy 
is but an unattainable mirage. 

Equality of opportunity for children means the same chance 
for education, from kindergarten to post-graduate university study, 
for every child, no matter where it is born or the station in life 
of its parents. 

We have boasted, in the past, that every American boy has the 
cance, someday, to become president. We know, in our hearts, 
this is not true. An illiterate, who never had the chance to go to 
school at all, has no chance at all. And the child who receives but 
the bare rudiments, reading and writing, in the elementary grades, 
has far less chance than the one who can continue schooling to 
the point of the college diploma. 


: It is sadly true, today, that children born 
According to State in some states receive much better school- 
ing than children born in other states. This is because some states 
are richer, in public revenues, than others, and the maintenance 
of public schools, is almost exclusively a responsibility of the states, 
or the local governments. 

It also so happens that the states with the higher birth rates 
are, in general, the poorer states, so that their already limited funds 
for schools must be still further stretched to provide for a greater 
proportion of school pupils. 

It is obviously false to the democratic theory of equality of op- 
portunity that a child born in, say, New York, goes to better 
schools, has better trained teachers and has better educational 
opportunities all along the line, than a child born in, say, South 
Carolina or Mississippi. Or Georgia. 

Nor is it the poorer states who suffer the consequences of this 
inequity alone. For Americans are notable, among other charac- 
teristics, for the ease with which they change their place of 
residence. 


: Stephen Pace, Representative in Congress for 
Important Bill the Third Georgia District, has introduced a 
bill which, if enacted, will constitute a big step toward the neces- 
sary equalization of educational opportunity for all American 
children. It is,. basically, similar to earlier bills introduced by Rep. 
(now retired) Ramspeck, of the Fifth Georgia District, but which 
died in committee. 

However, in at least one important aspect, the Pace bill is an 
improvement upon earlier bills of the same general purpose. 

For, in its first section, the Pace bill specifically, in detail and 
categorically, prohibits any federal supervision, control or inter- 
ference with respect to schools. Local schoo: authorities retain 
complete and exclusive control in administration, personnel, cur- 
riculum, instruction, methods of instruction and materials of in- 
struction. Every federal agency and official is specifically prohibited 
from any voice, influence or control, 

The bill authorizes annual appropriation of $300,000,000 to 
be used as an equalization fund. This is to be allotted to the states 
according to need, on a fixed formula. A state to receive its 
share of this fund must continue its present rate of spending of 
state funds for education and must, with such state funds, meet 
certain minimum standards of education. 

Georgia, it is stated, already meets these standards and, if 
that is true, would receive $18,777,753 of the federal fund of 
$309,000,000, annually, to supplement present school funds and 
permit higher salaries for better teachers, better schools, better and 
more complete equipment, etc., etc.

Time To Choose 
Progressive Solons 


Sake Regardless of whether Marion Allen runs for 
‘if Governor, and whether or not he is elected, his 
appeal to the people to elect a progressive legis- 
lature this year is timely. Because some legislators already are 
being elected. Jim Evitt, Jr., is unopposed for representative of 
Catoosa County. No one qualified against the young solon when 
entries closed the other day. Jim is a personal friend of Gov, 
Arnall and is national committeeman for the Young Democratic 
Clubs of Georgia. In Wilkinson County, Alex Boone is unopposed for 
the Senate and Lee Pennihgton is being returned to the House with- 
out opposition. This puts Talmadge friends in the General Assem- 
bly. A free-for-all battle among five candidates for two House seats 
is being waged in Walker County. Candidates are announcing for 
the Senate and House in many other counties. Some Fayette Coun- 
tians say Rep. J. W. Culpepper, the veteran “Fox From Fayette,” 
may hand over his. job to a young World War II veteran. Geor- 
gians today are either choosing their legislators or are thinking 
about whom they will choose. So it is timely to consider what 
kind of General Assembly the State wants for next January. 
Regardless of who-is Governor—and Marvin Griffin is the only 
serious contender to formally announce for the job—Georgia should 
have a progressive Legislature. The General Assemblies this 
State has had during the past four years have been very progres- 
sive. They have reformed the prisons, ended the pardon rackets, 
written a new constitution, abolished the poll tax, put school teach- 
ers on a 12-month pay basis, paid off the State debt, launched im- 
provement programs for health, welfare, highways and other serv- 
ices and have ended dictatorship in the Governor’s office. They 
were administrative programs, sponsored by Gov, Arnall, to be 


sure. But a reactionary Legislature would have wrecked the pro 
gram, tied the hands of Arnall and doomed Georgia's progress. 


Many counties will vote for Senate and House members before 
they know who is running for Governor. .All will vote for mem- 
bers of the Legislature before they know who the new Governor 
is going to be. Therefore, in choosing these solons, the people will 
not have to be concerned over whether the candidate is an “Arnall” 
man—for Arnall cannot run for re-election; a “Rivers” man or a 
“Talmadge” man—for these two have not yet announced nor have 
they any assurance of election; a “Griffin” man—for he has no 
assurance of election; an “Allen” man, or a man of any other poten- 
tial candidate—because they are not in the race and have no assur- 
ance of election. In choosing their legislators, the people will 
have to decide first whether they want a continuation of the pro- 
gressive government such as they have had during the past four 
years; and then decide which candidate for the Legislature is best 
suited to give it to them. 


One candidate for Governor of Ala 
Example for Alabama bama in this summer's election is 
holding up Gov. Arnall and Georgia as an example of what Ala- 
bama should have done—but did not do—during the past four 
years. Addressing an Alabama teachers’ gathering at Birmingham, 
James E. Folsom, one of the five candidates for Governor this year, 
said: “In 1942 I ran on the same platform as the one Ellis Arnall 
offered in Georgia.

Folsom 
advocated a new constitution for Alabama to remedy the educational 
crisis, and to replace the present “reactionary” document which 
“tends to allow corporate interests to control the State.” Georgia 
was one of the first states to rewrite its constitution in many years. 
Tennessee is now rewriting its constitution.

We had left London—gray, 
battered London, on a cold Feb- 
ruary morning. There was an epi- 
demic of a rather bad type of in- 
fluenza going around, no nurses— 
even for personages like J. B. 
Priestley—and an allowance of 
about four oranges a month; food 
and Clothing restrictions were ex- 
actly the same as during the war, 
or perhaps a bit worse. Two 
weeks later—America. Who can 
describe it? 


THE STEWARD of the Neils 
Poulsons had given us two pre- 
cious cans of condensed milk 
which we continued to carry 
about in our suitcases; hoarding 
habits were hard to break. 

But there were other things 
besides food: blue skies over New 
York State and Connecticut, sun- 
shine melting the ice on that great 
Hudson River and the lovely lit- 
tle white frame houses surround- 
ed by snow, covered with snow. 


WHEN WE WENT up to New 
Canaan, Connecticut, to visit Elliott 
Macrae (President of E. P. Dutton 
& Company, publishers), he and 
his captivating daughter, Monica, 
drove us to the famous site 
around Greenwich that was first 
selected for UNO headquarters. 
Monica, who is “four and ten- 
quarters years old,” was wearing 
the most stunning red velveteen 
overalls I’ve ever laid eyes on; 
she is highly intelligent besides, 
and it was difficult to bother 
with world problems. But we 
could see, as we drove along 
Long Ridge Road and Merritt 
Parkway, that somebody had chos- 
en a nice bit of real estate for 
that organization.

Housman, who was born in the 
county of Shropshire, England, on 


March 26, 1859, is famed for his 
paucity of words, his striking im- 
ages, his ability to say so much 
in so little space. Which, by the 
way, is the acid test of a first-rate 
poet. He has been referred to 
as master of the “lean, athletic 
line.” A close reading of his 
poems will benefit anyone, wheth- 
er or not he intends to write a 
poem himself. The more famous 
of these poems is, of course, 
“When I Was One and Twenty,” 
followed closely by the popular 
“With Rue My Heart Is Laden,” 
“Is My Team Ploughing?”, the 
poignant “To an Athletic Dying 
Young,” and “Be Still,,.My Soul, 
Be Still.” 


HOUSMAN did not write much, 
when the voluminous works of 
other poets are considered.

TAMER. Olga Celeste — short, 
stocky, 46 —1s often called Holly- 
wood’s bravest woman. 

She has trained and handled the 
leopards, lions, tigers and pumas 
seen in movies since the earliest flick- 
ers. She also doubles for stars in 
risky scenes with her “‘cats.”’ 

For years she had the only leopard 
act in this country. ‘““They are difh- 
cult cats to train because they have 
no fear of people,”’ she says. Olga uses 
kindness as the basis of training but 
“‘puts them in their place.”’ 

Her career started at the age of 10 
when she ran away from home to 
join a circus in her native Sweden. A 
year later, in 1910, she came to 
America. Husky even then, she lied 
about her age and started to learn 
how to train cats with Col. William 
N. Selig’s private zoo in Chicago. 

Later that same year, Selig moved 
his outfit to Los Angeles and put wild 
animals before movie cameras/ for 
the first time. Olga was one of his 
head trainers until 1940. 


CAPTIVES. Meantime Olga collect- 
ed and trained her own leopards. 
At one time she had 16, some brought 
from the jungles by Frank Buck, 
Martin and Osa Johnson, others 
which Olga bred in captivity. 

Between pictures Olga and seven 
of her leopards toured with Ringling 
Brothers’ circus and on the Orpheum 
circuit. During the war with transpor- 
tation too difficult, she gave some of 
her cats to zoos. She kept two 
leopards, a puma and a lion. 

Each eats about seven pounds of

horse meat a day, eggs and milk. They 
are her pets — and, Nissa, her favor- 
ite leopard, is allowed to sleep on 
Olga’s bed. All work in pictures. 
Olga’s right forearm is deeply 
scarred, torn on two occasions by a 
black leopard and a lion. She says 
animals have; off-days, too, so she 
didn’t blame them for biting her. 
“That’s the chance an animal 
trainer takes, but I’ve never met my 
master in the cat world,’’ she says 
stoically. — Dorotny O'LEARY

Outmoded laws are blocking 
your new home. Here a high 
government official offers 


a plan for revamping them 


FEW months ago, a friend of mine decided 
to build a new home in the suburbs of 
a large Middle-Western city. 

He designed the house himself and, for 
wall construction, planned to use a certain 
type of fireproof wallboard. This wallboard 
had been tested and approved by the National 
Bureau of Standards, millions of feet of it 
had been used by the Armed Forces in war- 
time cons uction, and it was manufactured 
in about 30 big plants throughout the 
country. 

When my friend applied for a building 
permit, however, he was told that he couldn’t 
use the wallboard in his home town. The 
local building code absolutely prohibited that 
type of construction. If he wanted to build a 
house, he’d have to spend a good deal more 


money and buy some two-by-four studding 
and lath and plaster. Maybe that wouldn’t 
make as fireproof a wall as the new niaterial, 
but that was what the code called for! 

This example of an archaic and ridiculous 
building code hamstringing modern and eco- 
nomical methods of home construction is 
not an isolated one. There are at the present 
time more than 2,000 different building codes 
in effect throughout the United States. More 
than half of them, experts say, are at least 
20 years old. 


They Cost Money 


‘Tuese horse-and-buggy codes, by restricting 
thie use of new and less costly materials and 
methods of construction, are blocking scien- 
tific development and raising costs by mil- 
lions of dollars a year. They place a serious 
obstacle in the path of all those people who 
are planning to buy or build homes of their 
own in the near future. 

What we should do about this bottleneck 
to progress is obvious, it seems to me, to 
every thinking person. We should abolish

it by uprooting the hodgepodge of obsolete 
local building regulations which now clutter 
our statute books. In their place should be 
substituted uniform building codes which will 
apply to the nation as a whole -—— flexible codes 
which can be revised from time to time as 
changing conditions warrant it. 

The need for such a common-sense 
national code has long been recognized 
by the United States Government. I am 
now able to say, through the pages of THIS 
WEEK Magazine, that my associates and I in 
the Department of Commerce are going to 
launch a vigorous program in the immediate 
future to try to bring about this highly de- 
sirable change in the laws governing building 
construction. The time for doing this 1s more 
than ripe. For many years we have needed a 
national building code. but never so urgently 
as we do right now. 

We are standing today on the eve of the 
greatest era of home construction chis country 
has ever known. Men and women everywhere 
are poring over blueprints, shopping for real 
estate and planning actually to build the 


homes of which they could only dream dur- 
ing the long war years. Even before Pearl 
Harbor, one third of the nation was inade- 
quately housed. Since then, 2,500,000 new 
families have come into being. Savings are 
at an all-time high. Basic building materials 
should be in good supply again by summer or 
early fall. Nothing can stop us from having 
a big building boom, but just how big this 
boom will be, and what it will mean to the 
average man and the public as a whole, will 
depend upon how much it costs to build a 
house. 


A Long Boom Is Possible 


Ir EVERY war veteran, ex-war worker and 
farmer who needs new housing is able to put 
up a decent home at a decent price, we will 
witness a building boom which should last 
from 10 to 15 years and help stabilize our 
whole prosperity during that period. On the 
other hand, if exorbitant prices make it im- 
possible for the average man to build, the 
boom will fritter out in a comparatively short 
time. The bulk of our population will remain 
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just as wretchedly housed as it is now, and 
all of us will be poorer as a result. 

Antiquated building codes comprise only 
one of the obstacles which stand in the way 
of a nation-wide program of low-cost home 
construction, but it is an important one. All 
of these codes were devised originally to 
protect the public from unscrupulous and 
dangerous. building practices, but in many 
cases they have outlived their usefulness and 
now tend only to make the home builder pay 
more for a house than is necessary. 

In one city, for example, the local code 
requires that the thickness of brick walls be 
13 inches for dwellings when eight-inch walls 
are generally accepted. In another city, the 
code says that the first floor of a home must 
be constructed to withstand a live load of 
590 pounds per square foot when most other 
cities have found 40 pounds per square foot 
to be more than reasonably safe. 

These are just a few instances of the many 
ways in which antiquated building codes are 
contributing unnecessarily to the excess cost 
of homes. There are countless others. The 
majority of codes will not permit metal 
chimneys to be built into dwellings. 
There was a time when this made good sense, 
because such chimneys constituted a fire 
hazard, but today metal chimneys have been 
developed which are perfectly safe and less 
costly than brick chimneys. If you try to 
install one in most places, however, you'll 
find yourself in trouble with the law. 

In some communities, heavier electrical

conduits are required than is necessary; in 
others, four-inch soil pipes are called for when 
three-inch pipes would be adequate. In still 
other municipalities, it is required that every 
drain in the plurhbing system be equipped 
with a totally unnecessary trap to prevent 
back-siphonage. 

If these regulations could be replaced by 
an up-to-date national code, American home 
builders would benefit by millions of dollars 
in direct savings every year. 


Permits Standardization 


Tue indirect savings will be even larger. 
A uniform national code will permit manu- 
facturers of building materials to standardize 
their products to a much greater extent than 
is now possible. 

Several years ago I had a country cottage 
built for my family near my home town, St. 
Louis. I was impressed at the time by the 
amount of waste that was left — waste such 
as sawed-off ends of studding, flooring, siding, 


‘leftover lath, shingles, tar paper, bricks, 


stone, tile, pipe-ends, nails and wires. 

This amounts to comparatively little in 
the construction of one house, but when 
multiplied by hundreds of thousands of houses 
it means that we are throwing away vast 
quantities of valuable building material 
every year. 

While a new code would relax many old

Here’s an eye-witness view 
of Bikini Atoll, where world 


history will soon be made 


B™ LOVERS, relax! 
I mean the folks who are worried about 


what 1s going to happen to Bikini Atoll this 
May, when the Navy plans to anchor a small 
fleet there and atom-bomb it. 

They are protesting that the birds should 
be evacuated, while some other people are 
even worried about destruction of the atoll 
itself. 

Well, I can assure them that if Bikini is 
wiped off the map — birds and all-—- it will 
be no great loss to anyone . except maybe 
to the crew of what was once a Japanese 
bomber. 


Mission to Marshall Islands 


But let’s go back to the first weeks of 1944, 
when Tarawa was still making headlines. I 
was sacked out in my tent in the Gilbert 
Islands when the field phone rang and a voice 
on the other end of the line said to me: 

. Get over to the field in a hurry. 
We're flying to the northernmost Marshall 
Island — a helluva interesting mission.” 

I jyeeped over to the field and I met the 
pilot, a Navy lieutenant, in front of his 
PB4Y (B-24 to the Army). He was wearing a 
baseball cap, a fragment of a faded shirt and 
a cut-off-at-the-knees pair of khaki pants. He 
carried a map. 

“This is the longest trip we’ve ever made,”’ 


he said. “‘See — we gotta photograph all 
these islands between here and here.”’ He 
pointed to the atoll and the name of the atoll 
on the map. 

‘Japanese ?’’ I asked. 

“We'll find out,” he said. ‘“‘We head first 
for Lae Atoll, and that’s a postgraduate 
course for any navigator.” 

I saw what he meant. Lae Atoll was about 
670 miles from our field. It was known to be 
much less than a square mule in area, and 
presumably held by the Japanese. To hit 


that on the nose would be equivalent to find- 
ing the famous haystack-hidden needle. 

The navigator was good he had to be 
For once we came within a hundred miles 
of Japanese territory it meant skimming the 
waves. Every good pilot will tell you that 
to escape radar detection you’ve got to 
come in low, under the radar beam. To 
climb high for a look around would have been 
an invitation to trouble. 

Then, suddenly, there was an island and 
we climbed steeply to clear the palm trees. 
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REMOTE: Bikini Atoll may be wiped off the map 


... but it won't be missed 
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Nearly 700 miles from our home base, we 
had hit Lae smack on the button. 

Lae Atoll needed only Dorothy Lamour to 
be the movie version of a Pacific paradise. 
Everything was there: the grass shacks, the 
tall coconut trees, the bright coral beach 
all compressed into a space that seemed 
scarcely larger than. a good sand-lot diamond 
back home. 

“We departed from beautiful Lae 
as they say in the travelogues, only to sneak 
in on Bikini Atoll, 182 miles due north. Have 
you ever seen two girls walking together, 
one breathtakingly beautiful, the other 
strictly from a barrel of dills? That was 
Lae and Bikini! 

Bikini is the ugliest, most forsaken atoll mn 
the Gilberts and Marshalls (discounting those 
utterly destroyed by Naval gunfire). Birds? 
The few moth-eaten sea gulls that flew around 
were nasty individuals who looked like castoffs 
from a taxidermists’ college. Instead of tall 
coconut trees there were scrub bushes and 
rotten stumps, their naked branches covered 
with a growth resembling Spanish moss. 
Come to think of it, that’s libeling Spanish 
moss. This was more like a giant spider web 
clinging to everything. 


Looks Like Broken Garter 


Tue pictures that were shot that day 
showed the lagoon to be a good 25 miles from 
east to west and some 15 miles north to 
south. The atoll itself is a very narrow strip 
of land not quite surrounding the lagoon. 
From the air it looks exactly like a discarded, 
broken garter floating in a great pool of water. 
Most of the land is scarcely wide enough for 
a jeep road, and no place is more than a city 
block or two across. There isn’t enough land 
(or coral) above sea level to put up a good- 
sized Boy Scout camp. 

As for people, we saw no one. But we sus- 
pected there were a few pairs of eyes watching 
us from the ground because of something 
else we spotted: a gutted Betty, a twin-engine 
Japanese bomber that looks somewhat like 
our own B-25’s. 

It was obvious that the crew had made a 
forced landing on the beach at low tide. The 
chances of rescue were slim. Anyone who 
survived the crash landing, we thought, was 
very possibly still there, living on gull’s eggs 
and sea food. We couldn't see them, but, 
crouching in coral foxholes, they could have 


been watching us as we roared low over 
Bikini that day

CELLIST: His camera is ready 
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FIDDLING CAMERAMAN

In mid-symphony he drops his 
cello bow for a camera. And 


he’s an artist with both... 


NY careful observer at a performance of 
A the Philadelphia Orchestra will notice 
that one of the 12 cellists sometimes lays down 
his bow, brings a miniature camera to his 
eye, shoots, and then resumes playing. 

Later, perhaps, his chair will be empty, and 
he will be seen crouched in the first row of 
the concert hall, taking quick shots of his 
fellow musicians as they play. 

He is not an impostor. He is Adrian Siegel, 
a mild-mannered man of 47 who has played 
cello in the Philadelphia Orchestra for 2 
years and, at performances and rehearsals, 
has taken some 25,000 candid pictures of the 
world’s most famous musical artists. Siegel’s 
photographs, all shot with a Leica and with- 
out special lighting, have appeared in many 
photography magazines in this country and 


abroad. Four of them have been hung in 
New York’s Museum of Modern Art. The 
pictures on these pages show Siegel as 
musician and photographer, and include some 
of the finest examples of his camera work. 

Siegel hardly ever photographs anything 
but a musician. He says he likes to show what 
goes on inside people when they’re under the 
spell of music ‘what is in the face is in 
the mind.”’ Still, he would have little chance 
to ride his hobby but for the indulgence of 
Eugene Ormandy, the orchestra’s conductor. 


Wanted Ormandy’s Leica 


THe two men have been good friends for 
15 years. The conductor, a reformed camera 
addict himself, once brought a Leica over 
from Europe. In 1937 Siegel, who had been 
puttering around with inferior models, spot- 
ted it and asked to buy it. With a certain 
pride, Ormandy says, “I am not in the selling 
business, so I gave it to him.” 

Siegel immediately began snapping pictures 
at rehearsals. “‘He sneaked them.”’ Ormandy 


recalls. “‘He thought I didn’t know, but I 
saw him every time. Finally I told him |! 
knew what he was up to and I hoped he was 
enjoying it.” 

Ormandy’s sanction has made it easy for 
Siegel to photograph almost every fine 
musician of the day — his fellow orchestra 
members, dozens of guest conductors and 
scores of celebrated soloists. Since none of 
them has ever complained, he can only con- 
clude that they like 1t as much as he does. 

Siegel was somewhat apprehensive when 
he prepared for his first photographs of Arturo 
Toscanini conducting: Counting heavily on 
the maestro’s nearsightedness, he went ahead. 
There was no incident. After the performance, 
it befell Siegel to help Toscanini into a waiting 
automobile. The conductor peered into his 
face. “Ah, the cellist. Please let me have some 
of the pictures if they are good.” 

Fritz Kreisler, to whom Ormandy had given 
one of Siege!l’s pictures, later met the cellist 
in a restaurant. Siegel asked if he could photo- 
graph him again. ‘‘Any time, of course,” said

ireisler. “‘If you do not have good light, I can 
stand still for as much as four seconds.”’ 

All of the artists are co-operative, but each 
one presents a different problem to Siegel. 
Women like Lily Pons and Gladys Swarthout 
are highly photogenic, but when singing their 
mouths may open unbecomingly wide. Law- 
rence Tibbett’s robust gestures make dramat- 
ic picture copy — but may also appear to 
be posey. Pianist Rudolf Serkin weaves like 
a prize-fighter. The violinist, Zimbalist, in- 
variably wears a meditative frown.

Rotund old Pierre Monteux (who says 
amuiably to the orchestra, “‘I hate to make you 
rehearse this; you know it backwards, but I 
don’t want you to play it that way’’) — he is 
the most jovial of all subjects, likely to perfect 
or spoil a shot with a sudden benign smile in 
Siegel’s direction. 

Certainly one of Siegel’s favorite subjects 
is Ormandy himself. The Hungarian-born 
conductor, almost Siegel’s age, is a slighter 
man than his pictures, which show square 
shoulders and square-cut face, suggest. He is 


extremely energetic, a warm and vibrant 
personality, and the eloquence of his expres- 
sions and gestures while conducting have 
been caught in hundreds of Siegel's pictures. 
At rehearsals Ormandy interrupts the play- 
ing frequently to make succinct, sometimes 
faintly ironic, comments: ‘“Those are eighth 
notes, gentlemen — dit-dit-dit-dit. You may 
not believe this, but I am hearing dahhh-dit- 

dit-dit.’’ Meanwhile, Siegel snaps. 
The other orchestra members, often photo-

graphed by Siegel, accept with good humor 
his creeping between rows, the sudden “‘zzzzt”’ 
of his camera. In common with his more 
renowned subjects, they betray curiosity 
about the results and a modest desire for 
prints. A few, who take pictures around home, 
regularly consult Siegel on film, timing and 
developing, but no one has really got the bug 
from him. “‘At any rate,’’ he says, ‘“‘nobody

else is taking pictures of the orchestra unless 
he’s a lot slyer than I am.”’ 

Samuel Belenko, who plays cello on Siegel's 
left, co-operates nicely by turning most of the 
pages of the score they share. ‘“‘Don’t mind 
at all,’’ he says. “‘We’re proud of the boy.’”’ 

Siegel’s considerable photo-business corre- 
spondence is handled by his plump, attractive 
wife, a pianist he met 18 years ago when they 
both turned up for an informal quartet per- 
formance. They occupy an old brick house on 
Philadelphia’s Pine Street, where the top 
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floor is given over to a well-equipped dark 
room and a studio full of cellos and the paint- 
ings that are Siegel’s second hobby. 

Siegel says he gets his best photographs on 
the fly. As he plays at rehearsals or concerts, 
he watches his prospective target like a hawk. 
When he spots an arresting attitude or ex- 
pression, he just drops everything and shoots. 
‘With eleven other cellists playing, I'm not 
missed for a few seconds. Ormandy says it’s 
perfectly okay to do it, within reason, and 
I’m a sort of reasonable fellow.” The End

would countenance jerry-built 
houses. The thoroughly-tested cri- 
teria established by the National 
Bureau of Standards would be used 
as a yardstick and provide a guar- 
antee against that. In-a good many 
places, as a matter of fact, the adop- 
tion of the new code could bring 
safer construction than in the past. 

In some big cities, for example, 
local regulations still permit con- 
struction of iron fire escapes on the 
outside of buildings, although such 
fire escapes have long been proved 
to ve hazardous. When fire mush- 
rooms out of the lower windows 
of a building, tenants are often 
hopelessly trapped on the upper 
flights by these outside fire es- 
capes. Such fire escapes would be 
prohibited everywhere under the new 
regulations and replaced by inside 
emergency stairs protected by fire- 
proof doors. A national code can 
thus save lives as well as dollars. 

But, you may say, will one code 
fit conditions in all parts of the 
country? Don’t builders face dif- 
ferent problems in different geo- 
graphical areas? 

It is quite true that the wind 
blows harder in some states than it 
does in others and that, in certain 
regions, the possibility of earth- 


quakes has to be taken into con- 


sideration. But the majority of basic 
building factors are the same every- 
where. A steel beam will carry the 
same load in Maine as in California, 
and a yard of concrete will do the 
same job no matter where it is 
placed. It will be no great task to 
devise a code which will be elastic 
enough to meet the peculiar prob- 
lems of different areas or, if need be, 
certain local provisions can be super- 
imposed upon the national code. 


It Will Be Fought 


A GREATER difficulty in getting a 
uniform code adopted nationally 
may spring from local pride. Certain 
cities which now have good modern 
codes of which they are justifiably 
proud may be a bit reluctant to 
discard them in favor of regulations 
drawn up by the Federal Govern- 
ment. Their resistance will not be 
as serious, however, as that which 
will no doubt arise in some quarters 
where selfish industrial or labor 
interests feel that any change in 
existing codes will infringe upon 
their special privileges. 

These short-sighted attitudes on 
the part of either industry or labor 
cannot, however, be permitted to 
block progress indefinitely. Any arti- 
ficial restrictions which make houses 
cost more than they should only 


tend to reduce the demand for 
houses. 

The mechanics of bringing a na- 
tional code into existerice are cum- 
bersome, but the job is not insuper- 
able. First of all, the Department of 
Commerce will make a study of all 
existing codes and co-ordinate their 
contents. We can thus establish the 
areas in which the many different 
codes agree and disagree. When this 
is done, we will call in the best 
building and engineering minds in 
America and ask them to iron out 
the differences in the area of dis- 
agreement. 

Once a uniform code is arrived at, 
we will ask the 48 states to influence 
the towns and cities within their 
borders to adopt it. It is our hope 
and belief that most of them will be 
only too glad to do so. I do not be- 
lieve it will be necessary for Con- 
gress to legislate to make adoption 
of the code compulsory. 


Obstacles to a Boom 


Oruer obstacles which stand in 
the way of a broad and enduring 
boom in low-cost housing, as we in 
the Department of Commerce see 
them after careful study, are as 
follows: 

- The present lack of effective 
price control on land values, on con- 
struction, and on finished houses. 

2. The lack of year-round work 
and an assured basic annual wage 
for workers in the industry. 

3. The restrictive practices now 
being carried on by some construc- 
tion industry suppliers, and the 
restrictive agreements between 
management and labor in the con- 
struction field. _ 

All these bottlenecks to home 
construction must be removed be- 


_fore we can hope to put new roofs 


over the heads of millions who need 
better housing. While I haven't the 
space to discuss these bottlenecks 
here, I will say that there is reason 
to hope that the construction in- 
dustry, working hand in hand with 
labor and Government, can remove 
all of them in time. 

We Americans have proved 
ourselves to be a very resourceful 
and progressive people. We 
amazed the world and ourselves with 
our war production. We have har- 
nessed atomic energy and we have 
made contact with the moon. We 
have even devised for our conven- 
ience a shirt you can put on without 
pulling it over your head. Are we 
now going to let a lot of horse-and- 
buggy building codes stand in the 
way of decent homes for the millions 
of American citizens who want them 
and are entitled to them? Personally 
I think not. The correction and 
modernization of these codes is a 
must! The End

This 
nubbly brown artichoke has almost 
no sugar and is utterly lacking in 
starch. The vegetable is being used 
in a long line of diabetic products 
including flour, crackers, spaghetti, 
bread sticks, and now noodles and 
chips. 


GET READY to meet a potato skim- 
milk wafer with a slightly toasted 
cheese and potato flavor. This wafer 
has been developed by dairy scien- 
tists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The product offers a new outlet for 
using surplus skim milk and the 
smaller, cheaper grades of potatoes. 
The wafer is made witheut fat and 
therefore keeps better than the usual 


fried-potato products, yet the flavor 
is similar. 

Easy done: A mixture of riced 
boiled potatoes is whipped with dry 
or concentrated skim milk, salt 
added, and the whole shooting match 
pressed through a tube and nozzle to 
desired shape.” Drying follows, then 
toasting to a golden brown blush.

The fat keeps without re- 
frigeration due to a life lengthener 
called nordihydroguaiaretic (we've 
spelled it, you pronounce it), a 
chemical! extracted from the creasote 
bush of the southwest.
